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Would Re-Name 
Broad Street For 


"Nancy" Astor 


B. C. Ficklen Makes Sug- 


gestion for Memoralizing 
Peeress Who Was Born 
Here and Who May Vis- 
it Danville. 


H. C. Ficklen came forward today 


with a novel suggestion for the hon- 
oring of Lady Nancy Astor, soon to 
visit America and who is to be in- 
vited to Danville, the place of her 
birth. 
Mr. Ficklen" suggests the re- 
naming of Broad street as "Lang- 
horne street" and the placing of a 
tablet "showing th"e place where his 
illustrious daughter was born. . The 
idea is set forth.in the following com- 
munication from Mr. Ficklen: 
"Editor of The Bee £nd Register: 
""The city of Danville would honor 
Itself by physically recording any dis- 
tinction that may belong to it. 
"Other 
cities, large 
and small, 
cherish their memories before the eye, 
and -their Sentimental considerations 
are made a municipal asset. 
•"Why should we continue to be 
wastrels 1 
"The fact that the first woman ever 
to sit in the British parliament was' 
born, and spent her early childhood, 
on the corner of our Main and Broad 
streets ought to be commemorated in 
some fitting manner by our city 
council. 
"I proposed the commemoration be- 
low set out some two years ago in a 
limited circle, but individual circum- 
stances prevented its being pressed, 
and its advocacy was deferred. 
".Now that it is certain that Lady 
Astor will visit her birthplace by pri- 
vate and possibly by public, invita- 
tion, it seems appropriate that- the 
suggestion, if received as meritorious, 
be promptly acted upon by- citizens 
and by the council. 
"The suggestion is this: Let the 
council, with the concurrence of resi- 
dent owners on Broad street, change 
the name of that street, to 'Langhorne 
street,' taking the new name from the 
patronymic of the honoree. 
"Also let the council set aside a 
email space on the curb of that cor- 
ner (or possibly on the inside line), 
for a block or slab of granite, say, 
v.-ith a bronze tablet thereon, properly 
inscribed to mark the site of the 
birthplace of this -noted native—all 
to be paid for by private subscrip- 
tion, which, I think, I could guaran- 
tee, as a free-will offering, without 
rt&'Wance of detestable "drives" or 
MR;* pressure upon anyone. 
fSurely there should be no special 
attachjinent to the name of 'Broad' 


street. It commemorates nothing but 
the chance nit of an executor or sur- 
veyor, who, laying off an estate, un- 
aided, had tcr have a name. (I hap- 
pen to know the origin). It 'is one of 
our nicest streets, but not so broad as 
to demand descriptive nomenclature. 
In fact, the name now seems rather 
absurd, certainly commonplace. 
"Chiswell ("Chilly") Dabney Lang- 
horne and his family long dwelt upon 
a stretch at the rfiouth of this street. 
His wife was a beloved native of our 
near vicinity, and in her - memory, 
shortly before his death, he donated 
to the city a valuable addition to the 
grounds of the Robert E. Lee public 
school. No man was more widely 
loved and the aroma of his wit and 
personality still lingers, as well as re- 
collection of his business connection. 
"On the rationale of such names as 
Linn, Wilson, Holbrook, etc., for our 
streets, it seems to me, the street in 
question would bf well named, if for 
"Chilly" Langhorn* alone, to say 
nothing of his daughter who will 
necessarily have a remarkable niche 
in history. 
"I am no tuft-hunter myself, and 
would not have our city appear in 
such a role. But Viscountess Nancy 
f-anghorne Astor of Ours is a demo- 
crat, a Virginian, and the holder of 
high place and a unique honor by 
sheer merit! 
"It is well known that her husband, 
a real man and gentleman,' apd no 
money-bags, against the involvements 
of English law, tried to rid himself of 
the new title that came to him from 
his father. 
"She deserves any compliment that 
we may pay her, and this particular 
plan has passed muster as such before 
one of those closest to her. 
" 'Langhorne street,' " with street 
signs showing the new name and the 
reciting tablet would be ideal. 
"Fredericksburg has its 'Princess 
Anne street,' and old Williamsburg 
has its 'Duke of Gloucester street,' 
adn if we were striving for quaintness, 
we might have a 'Lady Astor street* 
outright, but the first plan, and the 
joining of the idea of birthplace with 
the patronymic, seem more congru- 
ous."It is not a little irritating to read 
as one often may, of 'Our Nancy' be- 
ing a native of Richmond, because 
some" one remembers that she "turned 
out" there. Danville must assert her- 
self or be lost in the shuffle. 
"If this were a North Carolina 
town there would be chimes ringing 
on that corner by day and an electric 
sign gleaming by night. 
"What say ,vou, Soldiers of the 
Legion, Young" B. C. Men, Wednes- 
day Afternonoers, ajid Shakespearians, 
iet's ask the council to put this thing 
through at its next meeting! I be- 
lieve all Broad-Streeters will them- 
selves line up and perhaps"

Harrowing Details 
Given 


By Aviator Moore of the 
Miss Miami — Rescued 
Man Developing Pneu- 
monia. 


MIAMI, Fla., March 26.—Robert 


Moore, pilot of the lost flying boat, 
Miss Miami, is in a hospital tonight, 
fully recove»d-*rom his delirium, al- 
though qjtill In grave danger of devel- 
oping pneumonia, gave a graphic ac- 
count of the escenes attending the 
death of his five pagsettgers and hjs 
own 5-hour battle for life in the gulf 
stream clinging to the upturned craft. 
"Please don't allow the people to 
praise me< I have not done anything 
deserving pralfee. 
T don't want to be 


criticised, unless justly. 
All I want 


now is to give the world at large the 
facts," he began. 
"We left Miami at 11:04 o'clock 


last Wednesday morning in the face 
of a stiff northeasterly wind. 
At 


11:41 about three minutes out 'of Bi- 
minl, fbmething broke on the pro- 
peller. I automatically looked for a 
ship, or a shoal, to land by. I saw a 
fishing smack and volplaned down to 
the water about a miles away in its 
course. 
"1 asked the passengers 
not be 


afraid. We were in no immediately 
danger, and the craft was drawing 
near. The winds, however, were ris* 
:ng, and before long the hull of the 
boat sprang a leak. The nose of the 
plane began rising. Then a big- wave 
came along and lifted us. The plane 
turned over and we were all thrown 
into the sea. 


•'My passengers were Mr. and Mrs. 


August Bulte and Mr. and Mrs. Law- 
rence E. Smithi of Kansas City; and 
Mrs. J. S. Dickson, of Memphis, 
Tenn. Mrs. Bulte came to the fur- 
face first, then Mr. Smith, and Mrs. 
Smith. Of the 
three, none could 


swinij I succeeded in getting them to 
the overturned plane. Mrs. £>sckson 
and Mr. Bulte had not appeared on 
the surface. Mrs. Bulte made this 
discovery. 
" 'My God, my husband, where is 


he?' she cried. 
"I told her he would be all rigbt in 
a few minutes and dHed into the 
water. I could locate neither ne nor 
Mfr. 
tJickson. 
' 


"Mrs. Bulte began to weep. I dived 


into the Water and obtained cushions 
from the plane to Use for life pre- 
servers. The other three passengers 
were on the fusllage of the machine. 
As 1 returned to them I saw the body 
of BUlte floating, I stepped directly 
in front of Mrs. Bulte and obstructed 
her view. As the body passed ,me I 
noted a wound on his forehead. He 
must ha\e been killed before he 
struck the water when the plane over- 
turned.

oa we sighted the fishing boat. We 
began to laugh and contemplate being 
picked up. I was confident we would 
be saved. In fact 1 felt like whistling, 
r believe I did.

the fishing .boat changed its 


course. 
"I can't understand in God's world 


why he did not keep on toward us. 
He'knew I was in that locality some- 
where, for he had seen me comu 
down. I could see hsi name on the 
boar less than half a mile away as he 
kept on. Why. oh, why did he not 
keep toward us? 
"The winds rose during the night 
and the women grew weaker. 
At 
least 12 times they were swept o\er. 
but I swam in and pot them and 
brought them in each time. 
- -'The next day our hopes rose as 
we saw other boats pass, but none 
came within a mile and a half of lie, 


1 tried to keep up the morale of the 
others, but one of the women, Mrs. 
Smith, became utterly dejected. 
The 


other pleaded with her to hold out. » 


"We weathered the storm of Wed- 


nesday night after a tcrrilile experi- 
ence and Mrs. Bulte died Thursday. I 
saw Mr. and Mrs. Smith clou«*)»a in 
each other's arms and one of them 
suggested that they close their eyes 
and jump overboard. But they didn't 
and Mrs. Smith died In her husband's 
arms. 
We let so the bodies of the 


two women and they floated away. 


"Thursday 
as 
dusk 
approached 


Smith grew delirious and I strapped 
him on. At times he appeared ra- 
tional and asked me what char.ce I 
thought we had of being rescued. 
" 'More, let's you and I talk this 


thing over,' he said. I told him not 
to take it so seriously* as we would 
yet be rescued. 'No,' he said. 'I don't 
see how we can hold ou: much longer. 
Don't you think I had a brave wife?' 
I assured him that 1 had never seen a 
more courageous woman. 
" 'All right. Bob.' he answered, 


'promise me that if you return you 
will tell her sons how brave their 
mother was. Tel Hhem the facts an'l 
tell them the truth about me. 
To\ 


will kriow as no other how I died., 
Tell them for me, boy." 
"He removed three dollar bills from 


his pocket and asked me to give one 
to each of his three boys with hts dy- 
ing- message 
"I pushed his body into tne sea and 


all alone kept up my courage as best 
I could . The sun's heat had bll.itered 
me and the thirst was madden. 
I 


chewed the ends of my fingers until 
the blood came to anoea^a my thirst. 
I saw boats pass and waved to them, 
but none saw me. As dusk approach- 
ed Friday night, I bffgan to believe 
that it was all up. 11 tied a rope to 
my neck, but I was so weak that it 
seemed there wasn't much use. I 
guess I was unconscious when the 
boat came after me. for I don't re- 
member much more." 


WIPE. DEXJES EX-S^SfATOR 


HOLLIS'S RIGHT TO WED; 
NOT DIVORCED. IS HER REPLY 


CONCORD, N. H., March 25.—Mrs. 
Grace B. Hdlis authorized through 
she had not been divorced from for- 
counsel here today a statement that 
mer United States Senator Henry F. 
Hollis in any proceedings of which 
she had kno^edge or notice. 
The 
statement was made after receipt Of 
announcement that the former Sen- 
ator was married this week in Italy to 
Miss Anne White Hobbs. of Concord, 
X. H. 
'•In December, 1915," the statement 
said, "Miss Hollis obtained a decree 
of separation, which does not give to 
either party the right to remarry 
from the Supreme court in Concord, 
which then had unquestionable juris- 
diction. 
The decree was obtained 


upon the ground of abandonment. In 
June, 1920, Mr Hollis filed a libel for 
divorce in the French courts in Paris 
and of this proceeding-she-Was-duly 
notified. 
She appeared by counsel 


and pleaded her rights -as an Ameri- 
can citizen and especially those grow- 
ing out of the ftecree of New Hamp- 
shire, and denied the rights Of the 
courts of France to grant a divorce. 
"By a decree of July 12, 1921. the 


French courts sustained Mrs Hollis' 
position and dismissed the petition. 
The time for appeal expired on March 
10, 1922. and no divorce has been 
granted by the French co_urts. 


'•Mrs.^Hollis also is in ignorance of 
any steps which Mr. Hollift may have 
taken in any other European country 
and is confident that as an American 
citizen she is still the wife of the for- 
mer senator. 
Her lawyers say that 


no divorce granted by a court of any 
other country of which Mrs. Hollis Is 
not a resident or in proceedings to 
wh'ch she was not a party can have 


I any validity in the United States or 
i in "any other country recognizing the 
'general principles of 
International 


. law."

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Con- 


gress is growing-restless as the time 
for the primary elections draws near- 
er. 
Members of the House are be- 


coming very critical of the Senate fin- 
ance committee for delaying action on 
the tariff, which, they say, will cause 
Congress to remain in session until 
the middle of August if there is* to be 
a new tariff law before the November 
election. 
Members of the House, all of whom 
must seek re-election, had planned to 
be away by the middle of June to 
take part in their primary campaigns. 
They now see that they must remain 
in Washington unless the Senate can 
be induced to agree to a recess reso- 
lution for the House for a month or 
six week?, while the Senate is wrest- 
ling with the tariff.^ 
Business men also are complaining 
about the delay in enacting the tariff 
law. They are flooding members of 
Congress with letter of protest, saying 
that the longer tariff readjustment is 
delayed, the longer prosperity is put 
off. This condition of discontent over 
the tariff exists throughout the coun- 
try, members of hte House say. 
The Ohio delegation met some time 
ago and instructed a committee to 
present the matter to the 
finance 
committee. 
The Pennsylvania dele- 
gation, whose state is greatly affected 
by tariff legislation, took similar ac 
tion yesterday by adopting a resolu- 
tion of protest against the financ< 
committee's dilatorihess. , 


Republican leaders are not so fear 


ful of the results in November as thej 
were some months ago, when the re 
action against the party was •pro- 
nounced. This reaction, they say, ap 
pareiitly has stopped. 
There was 
great discontent in the country, the 
leaders say. due to lack of employ- 
ment, bad times, and the falling prices 
on farm products. The party in power 
was- charged with responsibilities for 
existing 
conditions, 
and 
therefore 
some months ago there was a strong 
reaction against the Republican party. 
But just a? the Republican leaders 


felt that this reaction was beginning 
to wane, absorbed by improvement in 
business and a lessening in unemploy- 
ment, new issues arose which offered 
discouragement. 
The 
greatest 
of 
these ir-.the bonus dispute. Then there 
is the tariff. There is some concern 
felt by -the Republican leaders that 
when busines begins to adjust itself 
there will be a new depression which 
may have an effect in halting the 
business Improvement. If this de- 
preraion should appear about election 
time.. leaders admit, there will be a 
loss In the Republican vote. 
• Ratification of the treaties, in the 
opinion of those connected with the 
campaign committees, is not going to 
have any appreciable effect of the 
people on vote-getting, except so far 
as their adoption means a reduction 
in expenditures for the army and 
navy. Some of the good effect of the 
treaties. Republican leaders here con- 
tend, already has been lost by the ad- 
ministration, which IP fighting for an 
army of 150.000 and a navy of 90.000 
men. The people had. become con- 
vince* that the treaties looked to 
peace and. therefore, ther would he a 
radical reduction in military expenses 
House leaders say. and they-intend to 
maintain their position fo ra reduc- 
tion In boht the army and navy as a 
proper economy, believing that if the> 
succeed the appeal to the voters will 
b« more effective- 
Political observers sa ythat the re- 


action against the Republican parly 
has baited, but that sentiment is so 
fluid that It may quickly crystallize 
favorably or Unfavorably for the party 
!n power. There Is no decided drift 
as yet. they say, audit is because of 
the lack of certainty as to sentiment 
that the party leaders are worried 
about the tariff, the bonus agitation 
and the asserted differences between 
the House and the president on the 
army and navy.
